Another distressing accident oc- 
surred Sunday night 
on

numb er fifty at Brushy Bridge, two 
miles west of Sedalia, when a Ford 
coupe, driven b y Fred Stevens, with 
Miss Eva Adams in the car, collid­ 
ed with the concrete railing of the 
b ridge 
with 
sufficient 
impact 
to 
drive the engine of the car b ack 
Into the cowl, causing a b reak in 
the gasoline tank, which was fol­ 
lowed b y an explosion that set *he 
car on fire and fatally b urned Miss 
Adams and seriously, if not fatally 
b urning Stevens. 
The accident happened ab out 11 
o’clock Sunday night as the motor­ 
ists were leaving Sedalia for their 
home at Knob Xoster. 
A dense fog envcdoped the hiirh 
way which made vi.sib ility b ad a n t 
the point at which the accident oc­ 
curred has a slight jog in the high­ 
way that necessitates care in driv­ 
ing, even when the w'eather is clear 
to avoid an accident. 
There was 
no one on the highway at the time 
the accident occurred. 
Representa­ 
tives of the Democrat, who hap­ 
pened to b e out riding, were the 
first to discover the accident, and 
were the first on the scene.

Rev. Ralph Emerson Hurd, pas­ 
tor of the Epworth M. E. church, 
in his talk b efore the Rotary club 
today applied a 
passage in 
the 
Bib le In a practical w'ay to the fi­ 
nancing, 
construction 
and 
dedica­ 
tion of his b eautiful 
church 
at 
Broadw'ay and 
Engineer 
streets, 
just completed, and in explaining 
the great success he had had, call­ 
ed attention to the fact that where 
a man’s money is invested, there 
also are his interests. 
In the b eginning of the year 19 26 
Mr. Hurd told his parish that he 
was not satisfied with the progress 
of the church work, nor the i)hy- 
sical appointments of the institu­ 
tion with which and in which he 
had to carry on his work, and stat­ 
ing further that unless the mem­ 
b ers of his congregation w’ould go 
into a program looking tow’ard the 
construction of a modern b uilding 
in a more desirab le location, that 
b e felt it was incumb ent upon him­ 
self to ask that his pastorate b e 
changed. At the conclusion of the 
talk he invited those of the congre­ 
gation w'ho were willing to go into 
such an undertaking actively, giv­ 
ing of their time and finances, to 
so indicate b y 
coming 
forward. 
There was practically a unanimous 
response and the undertaking w’as 
launched forthwith. He related the 
difficulties 
through 
which 
they 
passed 
b efore 
their 
efforts 
w'ere 
crowned w'ith success. The church 
originally 
w'as 
to 
cost 
$45,000, 
W'hich included auditorium, Sunday 
school class rooms, kitchen and din­ 
ing rooms. A canvass was made of 
the memb ers of the parish, most 
of whom are salaried people, many 
of them w'orking in the shops and 
pledges 
were 
received 
to 
the 
amount of some tw’enty-eight thou­ 
sand dollars, which w'as later raised 
b y further sub scription to the ori­ 
ginal estimate in the neighb orhood 
of $40,000. Then came the discour­ 
aging announcement that the b uild­ 
ing, W’hich was needed and desired, 
would cost $60,000 instead of $45.000. 
The task to raise this money seem­ 
ed 
frightfully 
impossib le for the 
moment, b ut the speaker, not b eing 
acquitted, and knowing the person­ 
nel of his congregation, called his 
flock together, laying the cards on 
the tab le, so to speak, and another 
drive was made for pledges, to b e 
paid over a period of three years. 
When the pledges w’cre collected 
and added it was found that only 
half of the additional amount had 
b een pledged. In as much as the 
church could not b e dedicated un­ 
til the entire amount w’as raised, 
the time for payment w'as extended 
for five years and again the assem­ 
b led 
parisb oners 
w'ere 
canvassed 
for pledges. At the completion of 
It, It W'as found that the necessary 
amount had b een oversub scrib ed b y 
nearly $2,000, and at the night serv­ 
ice an additional $2,000 w'as sub ­ 
scrib ed 
for 
completely 
furnishing 
the church. 
This campaign reflects a great 
deal of credit upon the Rev. Hurd 
and the memb ers of his flock, in- 
as-much as the original pledge of 
an ultimate $60,000 campaign was 
$45,000. And in the final campaign 
the largest w'as $1,000, another of 
$600, tw’o of $500, several of $400 
and the rest for lesser amounts. 
This how'ever, is not the extent 
of the visionary ideal plant which 
the Rev. Hurd had in mind in 19 26. 
He expects to add to the present 
structure in the shape of a T at 
the rear, composed of an up-to-the- 
minute 
gymnasium, 
large 
enough 
for a full b asketb all court with the 
necessary 
lockers, 
show’er b aths, 
etc., 
to 
accommodate 
the 
young 
people of the church as they come 
on that they may find their source 
of entertainment w'ithin the church. 
Ab ove the gymnasium will b e tw’O 
floors devoted entirely to the Sun­ 
day school. 
The estimated cost of 
this addition w'ill b e $22,000, and 
with a b ody of church people of 
this character, headed b y a leader 
W’ith the ab ility of Rev. Hurd, there 
is no question ab out the success of 
this addition. 
In commenting upon 
the appearance of the structure he 
stated that it was his idea in the 
b eginning that no one should ques­ 
tion the structure b eing a church, 
and the b eauty of the auditorium 
should b e second to none in the 
city. 
Rev. Hurd was the guest of O. 
B. 
Poundstone, 
chairman 
of

program committee, w’ho introduced 
his as the man w'ith a vision and 
ab ility to put it over.

Two strong, clear messag es came out 
of the annual convention of the Ameri­ 
can Farm Bureau Federation at Chicago. 
One, by the national president of the fed­ 
eration. 
The other was spoken by Mrs. 
Nellie T. Ross, W y om ing ’s former g over­ 
nor. 
It was a cheering 
reminder 
that 
“ the Queen of Sheba never dreamed of 
such luxuries as farmers have. 
Electric 
lights, running water, telephones, radio, 
labor-saving machinery and motor cars 
have taken most of the drudgery out of 
rural life.” 
Mrs. Ross paid tribute to the pioneer 
women of her state. 
Pioneer women out 
on the farms have a keener understand­ 
ing of the blessings of modern improve­ 
ments. 
The contrast is vivid from per­ 
sonal 
experience. 
They have not for­ 
g otten the hardships, the isolation, the 
primitive 
makeshifts 
of 
homesteading 
day s, and are profoundly thankful for the 
modern improvements that are making 
rural life so fine and desirable for men 
and women of solid character and their 
sturdy children wh<5 have not fallen vic­ 
tims of the fever and unrest of the more 
exciting life of the cities. 
The g reat cities of America have be­ 
come vast centers of violent emotional 
disturbance.

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A YEAR OF AIR MAIL SERVICE 
The postmaster general say s in his an­ 
nual report, just issued, that the depart­ 
ment has demonstrated the practicability 
of air-mail service and has developed it 
to a point where the general public can 
recog nize 
its feasibility and 
enter the 
field of commercial aviation. 
The post­ 
master g eneral further say s that now the 
service has been formally turned over to 
private contractors. 
The report contains many interesting 
facts. 
During g overnment development 
the planes flew a total 
of 
16 ,6 57 ,530 
miles, and 93 per cent of the fly ing sched- 
mail. 
During this period 
298 ,517 ,7 6 0 
letters 
were 
carried 
with 
but slight loss. 


The government-operated service was 
conducted at an expenditure during the 
entire period of development of only $16,- 
245,220; the value of the property by in­ 
ventory at the close’ of the y ear was $3,- 
6 45,6 41. 
The postag e collected in excess 
of the regular rate was $2,204,7 38 .29. 
^ At the close of the y ear there were 
eig ht contract routes in operation. 
Since 
that time there have been several inaugu­ 
rated and extensions have been made to 
additional cities, the Cincinnati Enquirer 
asserts. 
Advertisements are issued on a 
number of new routes, 
and 
additional 
contracts have been awarded, although 
service is not y et in operation. 
So few casualties, or accidents of any 
kind occurred under g overnment control 
that the attention of the entire world was 
attracted to the United States Air Mail 
Service. 
Pilots of the ships were select­ 
ed, tried men fitted by instinctive and 
acquired ability to meet the innumerable 
issues and exig encies of scientific fly ing. 
Colonel Lind b erg h was a graduate from 
the g overnment Air Mail Service. 
These 
nien flew at all seasons, in all weathers, 
over every character of country . 
What 
they accomplished proved the practica­ 
bility and feasibility of commercial fly ing.

isn’t the slightest chance of their being 
tried out. 
Peace will be won, if it ever is won, by 
moving forward from where we are now, 
not by declaring a complete repudiation 
of all existing covenants and international 
agreements. 
It sounds easy enough to 
say , “ let’s eliminate all we have at pres­ 
ent and start over,” but it’s the most im­ 
possible thing imaginable.
